earn. Less than one per cent, have tried 
to escape. There has been no "strike," 
no "mutiny," no "riot" in that prison. 


Oregon treats its convicts like men. 


They, too, build roads. They could es- 
cape, but they don't.

As to Garbage Disposal 


.The 'Sentinel is gratified to see some manifestation of 


renewed activity regarding the. proposition for an im- 
proved .garbage'disposal system in Foil Wayne. Here is 
one. of the most important questions that immediately 
confronts the city, and while agitation some months ago 
resulted in the giving of some consideration to it—even 
to the length of bringing an expert to Fort Wayne to view 
the situation and advise as-to the best measures to be 
taken—the whole matter was then allowed to. lapse. The 
present crematory with its archaic and totally inadequate 
equipment is being driven to its full capacity and is still 
unable to keep pace with the demands. For "some weeks, 
at least, the situation is apt to grow worse instead of bet- 
ter, and an accident that would cripple any part of the in- 
stituion would be almost calamitous. The city is fortified 
by, no reserve capacity in disposing of its waste matter; 
'there is no provision whatever against accident. The sit- 
uation is one which should not be longer dodged. The 
city authorities can scarcely do a greater service for Fort 
vWayne at-this particular time than to seriously address 
themselves to the problem of providing an adequate and 
economical method of garbage disposal. There has _ al- 
ready been far too much delay in dealing with this situ- 
ation.
